Dr. Keil 
built his home, which he called ‘Elim’.

The third floor of the build­ 
ing is a banquet hall where Dr. Keil 
met his 
under 
foremen 
and

counseled the government of the col­ 
ony. 
For ten years- the colony grew and 
thrived, but Keil 
was 
not 
satisfied 
with his success. 
He dreamed of 
a 
chain of communist colonies, extend­ 
ing to the Pacific coast. 
In 1855, after appointing a 
Dr. 
W olf his successor 
at 
Bethel, Keil 
made preparations to set forth 
for 
Oregon to establish another colony. 
But before the 
departure, 
his 
son. 
William, who had been promised he 
might make the trip, became sick and 
died. 
But Keil kept his promise. 
He took 
his son’s body, sealed in 
a 
metallic 
coffin tilled with alcohol, and loaded i 
on a six-mule wagon. 
In the words of a veteran colonist: 
“Some people have laughed at 
the 
story as a freakish whim of an old 
man, but we who knew Dr. Keil and 
hi> plan of life appreciated the sol­ 
emnity and the seriousness of 
the 
act. 
To my mind, that one thing has 
exerted more influence for good than 
all else the doctor did. 
It was not a 


pleasant task to escort his boy’s re­ 
mains 2000 miles, but it made 
his 
¡M*ople think. 
The purpose of it was 
plain: 
A colonist dared not lie”. 
Dr. Keil failed to return to Missou­ 
ri. 
He founded a colony in Oregon, 
which he called Aurora and there he 
died in 1877. 
Under Dr. Wolf, the Bethel colony 
continued to prosper, but some dis­ 
sension entered it in 187«. and 
ref­ 
erees 
were 
af »pointed, 
by 
mutual 
agreement, to make an equitable 
<1 i- 
vision among the members. 
The lajid 
was deeded to the individuals accord­ 
ing to their rights and of the person­ 


al property each man received 
his 
original contribution 
and 
$29.04 
a 
year for every year that he had been 
in the colony. 
Each woman received 
one-half of this amount on the same 
j terms. —Commercial Appeal.

parison made by men like Mr. Bru­ 
ton, C. D. Matthews, Sr., C. D. Mat­ 
thews, Jr., present chairman of the 
State Highway Commission. 
“Central Illinois was in the 
mud 
and swamps 30 years ago. The dredge 
ditch reclaimed central Illinois. Mr 
Bruton, Mr. Matthews, Sr., and Mr 
Matthews, Jr., made the same state 
ments about Southeast Missouri, pro 
raising same developments, and even 
procured analysis of Southeast Mis 
souri soils from Prof. Mossier of the 
University of Illinois, showing similar 
soils and producing properties.

TRIED COMMUNIST i 


T he 
B«the! 
Communist 
Colony 
flourished five miles north of C larks­ 
ville, in Shelby County, Mo., for more 
th an 35 consecutive years, from 1845 
to 1870., 
T oday Bethel is a prosperous little 
inland tow n of some KH) inhabitants, 
the m a jo rity of whom are direct de­ 
scendant* of the original 
colonists, 
»ml who still harbor the G erm an ac­ 
cent in 
th e ir 
speech. 
O thers who 
have gone out into the world 
have 
nade notable success. 
William Zieg­ 
ler. the Royal Baking Powder mag- 
?’ate, was born and reared here,

vas H enry T. Finck, for 42 years on

American music circles as the "dean 
f New York music critics” . 
He was

Dr. William Keil, the founder, was
